GARDINER CUP. 
The Substitute Question. 


Some misconception seems to 
exist as to the rules of the New 
South Wales Association on the 
substitute question. This matter 
has figured largely this year ow- 
ing to the visit of the EHnglish 
team, and the refusal of the 
English managers to make an ar- 
rangement to allow substitutes 
for injured players. The N.S. 
Wales Rules provide that “‘Sub- 
stitutes for injured players will 
only be allowed during the first 
half of the game, provided the 
referee consents.” ’ This is not 
intended to mean that the re- 
feree has full power to say sub- 
stitutes shall be allowed or shall 
not be allowed at the caprice of 
the individual, referee. Fora aes) 
meant to be an instruction to re- 
ferees to allow substitutes pro- 
viding they are satisfied that the 
injury received by a player in a 
match is such as to warrant him 
allowing a substitute for such 
injured player. There has been 
several incidents this year in Gar- 
diner Cup matches owing to a 
misunderstanding ofthe position. 
The competition rales of the 
Meiropolitan Association 
slightly different to the’ New 
South Wales rules. In the Me- 
tropolis substitutes are allowed 
providing the referee and _ the 
opposing captain consents. In one 
Gardiner Cup match in Sydney 
the captain of the Sydney team 
informed the referee before the 
game that he would not allow 
substitutes, but was politely told 
he did not have any say in the 
matter. The referee is the sole 
judge in G.C. matches as to whe- 
ther substitutes shall be allowed. 
In Newcastle another Sydney 
team this year had a.different ex- 
perience. The referee (wrongly) 
informed the skipper of the visit- 
ing team that he would not allow 
substitutes, and on heing ques- 
ticned after the match referred 


‘the questioners to the referees’
